George, prime minister of Great Britain, 
was greeted here today by crowds of 
unfriendly laborers, who sang the *' Red 
Flag.”’ 

City officials and prominent citizens 
cheered the premier loudly and finally 
drowned out the shouts apd singing of 
the hecklers. Mr. Lioyd George in- 
curred the hostility of some sections of 
the laborers of Glasgow in his dealings 
with them while minister of munitions. 

‘he premier came here to accept the 
honor of being made a freeman of Glas- | 
gow. He spoke before the burgesses in 
St. Andrew's hall. 

If peace comes an hour before the 
objects for which Great Britain en- 
tered the war have been achieved it will 
be a calamity for Europe, Mr. Lloyd 
George said. Germany wants peace, 
but a peace which will make the coun- 
tries she invaded subject. nations, he 
added. 

No Pledge on Belgium. 

The premier pointed out that no Ger- 
man statesman had promised the resto‘ 
ration of Belgiim and said the entente 
allies could enter Into a conference. with 
a democratized Germany in a different 
epirit than they will be able to deal with 
the Prussian autocracy. 

Great Britain, Mr. Lloyd George said, 
can hold out if Germany’s submarine 
war is kept in bounds and the people 
practice frugality. 

The provost, Sir Thomas Dunlop, pre- 
sented the premier with a casket con- 
taining the burgess roll: Mr. Lloyd 
George, in replying, said: 

‘**Never have good men stood more 
in need of sympathy, support, and co- 
operation than the men who are guid- 
ing the fate of the nation In this hour.

Anthracite Men Agree. 

More than two months ago, Mr. Fort 
said, about sixty of the anthracite oper- 
utors of the country began conferences 
with the members of the federal trade 
commission in Washington in en effort 
to establish @ tentative maxim price 
and better means for the distribution of 
anthracite. 

The problems of the large operators 
were settied first and then the duties 
of representation devolved upon three 
men. one of whom was S. D. Warriner 
of Philadelphia, now a member of the 
coal production committee of the coun- 
cil of national defense. 

The conferences resulted in standard 
prices being established at the mines 
for all of the many varieties of the nine 
sizes of anthracite. These prices were 
agreed on without any pressure by the 
government. The prices agreed upon 
were not disclosed. s 


_ Lower Price to Government. 
‘The commissioner also stated thai the 
anthracite operaters have agreed, pend- 
ing establishment of the maximum price, 
to allow 50 cents a ton reduction on all 
government requirements. 

Mr. Warriner pointed out that, in his 
judgment, the anthracite distribution 
would prove satisfactory if the people of 
the country would codéperate to avoid un- 
necessary hoarding.

Lewis Offers Amendment.

Social Rule. : 

Mrs. Elsie Clews Parsons has a fine 
anthropological and historical back- 
ground for her sociological studies, as 
any one may see who reads ‘ SOCIAL 
RULE,” her latest book (G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons). Mrs. Parsons is not a 
religionist. Her mind is of a scientific 
order, and she does not affirm that her 
reactions are a proof of anything—save 
reactions. Her idea of morality is of 
the utilitarian order, and of spiritual- 
ity she says nothing. She would prob- 
ably regard it as morality plus imag- 
ination. But she does believ@ in self- 
control, and it may be that the moral 
of her book is that self-control is pow- 
er, happiness, and opportunity. At any 
rate, she has produced a number of 
learned and lucid essays, which, if they 
convey no memorable message, are sane 
and strong and full of meat. They are 
not marked by much originality, but 
are rather the result of intelligent 
scholarship. ‘‘ The Satisfaction from 
Science,’’ the concluding chapter in the 
book, offers the crux of her arguments, 
and shows a mind addicted to justice, 
serenity, investigation, and study.

PROGRESS MADE IN 


STATE SOCIALISM 


in HLONG other results of the 
War noted by publicists are 
indications in many direc- 
tions of a decided tendency 
toward collectivism. The 
contingencies of the world struggle have 
forced govérnments, both beliigerent 
and neutral, to adopt measuses hereto- 
fore shunned as socialistic in gheir prin- 
ciples. Those who wish to follow not 
only these later developments, but the 
earlier measures which suggested them, 
can find what they want in an exhaus- 
tive compilation of official documents, 
statistics and writings made by William 
English Walling and Harry W. Laidiler 
under the title, “‘ STATE SOCIALISM " 
(Holt), which also contains a chapter 
oe Evans Clark on municipal social- 


The taking over of railways and other 
industrial enterprises, the control of 
agricultural products, the operation of 
coal and other mines are only a few 
of the instances where government has 
assumed the functions of corporations 
and individuals. From the most unex- 
pected sources we find conservative 
opinion indorsing these innovations. 

In Germany, australia, New Zealand 
and some other nations state socialism, 
collectivism or whatever it may be 
called, has obtained for many years. 
Beginning with Bismarck’s anti-demo- 
cratic socialism, if the paradox is al- 
lowed, Germany proceeded to build up 
its present structure of state socialism. 
In Australia and New Zealand state so- 
cialism came to a full head almost at 
once and with little opposition. In Aus- 
tralia particularly it appears to have 
worked out to great advantage. But the 
movement has spread so that in the 


‘| more advanced nations some form of it 


has been fncorporated by law and now 
exists in more or less success. . 

With us it cannot yet be said to have 
gained great headway, but if the ad- 
ministration’s war measures succeed 
even in part there is no doubt but what 
there will be a demand for their con- 
tinuance even in modified form after 
the war has ceased. 

The book attempts to give emphasis 
on those collectivist tendencies which 
seem to offer promise of most perma- 
nence. It will be interesting when 
peace comes to observe how the hopes 
of the editors are realized.

And nothing but the character of the 
gelf-assigned task compelled a restraint 
even to the three arts—architecture, 
painting, sculpture. 

With necessary compactness and sol- 
idity, the book moves on over “ Wood- 
en Russia,’ iconography, mosaics, 
mural painting, and the period of offi- 
cial art. Interest is sacrificed to abun- 
dance of information. One's mind ab- 
sorbs but does not quicken under the 
weight of facts. 

With the dawn of New Russia there 
is a pleasing change. Here the book 
becomes full of spirit and appeal. For 
us Russian art begins with the middle 
of the nineteenth century. It was then 
that the conflict between the old and 
the new ideals was waged most flercely, 
that the emancipation of the serfs in- 
spired fresh views of life and duty and 
stamped its impression deep on both 
art and literature. 

Tt gave a vigorous impulse to realism. 
Not only painters but authors and com- 
posers became absorbed in depicting 
what lay near at hand. The day of the 
romemtic hero was gone. The “ peo- 
ple’ had taken his place. “ Study the 
psychelogy of the masses” became the 
maxim of the new art. 


Russia’s Revolution. 


Isaac Don Levine, foreign editor of 
the New York Tribune, has prepared a 
little book, ‘‘THE RUSSIAN REVO- 
LUTION ” (Harpers), which may help 
the reader to understand some of the 
underlying forces of that complicated 
movement.

Purifying Mined Waters. 

One bright, sunny afternoon a month 
ego we sailed away from England's 
shores in a small tonnage cargo vessel, 
bearing a messenger of the king and eix 
thousand parce!s of mother love, sister 
love, and sweetheart love to British 
prisoners in Germany.: Our departure 
was quiet, unannounced. We dropped 
down the harbor, passed between the 
guard ships at the outlet and nosed 
straight out into the North sea. 

It is a little more than a hundred 
miles more or less straight east to our 
destination on the neutral shore which 
is tucked in between Germany's two 
most powerful naval bases, Helgoland 
to the north and Zeebrugge on the 
Belgian coast just to the south. We 
were bound for Holland. 

It is *Germany’s job to impregnate 
those intervening water with death, to 
spread her hellish spawn of mines, to | 
menace all navigation with every form 
of subsea horror. It is England's 
job, and now America’s, to expurgate 
death from the waters. British and 
Yankee men of war are going after 
the job like a scientific health depart- 
ment would proceed against typhoid 
germs in the water mains. 


None of Ships Armed. 

Bound for Holland we were, across a 
sea puissant with every danger that 
destructive genius can devise. And still 
‘there is nothing of the dare or experi- 
ment or adventure in the trip, at least 
not for these British merchantmen. 

For two hours during our passage the 
captain with justifiable pride showed me 
numerous photographs and told me won- 
drous tales—not of his perilous fortnight- 
ly voyages to bring food to England, 
but of the “strapping fine lad” who 
bears his name and the king's khaki 
fn the trenches of northern France. 

Our course leaves the coast and we 
begin taking the swells of the outer 
sea. When the English shore had con- 
densed itself into a faint bar on the

the Fiftieth general assembly by Gov. 
Loowden just as the legislature was 
about to end today. There would have 
been more, Gov. Lowden intimated, if 
he had had time to go thoroughly 


through the 369 bills that were dumped 


on his desk ten days ago. As it was he 
permitted 113 to become laws without 
signature and broke all records on the 
number of veto messages. ad 

The assembly passed 407 bills during 
the entire session. Of these 225 were 
signed, sixty-nine were vetoed, and 113 


* go on the statute books. With respect 


to the latter Gov. Lowden said tonight: 

“These were bills to which, in the time 
allotted to me, I could discover no ob- 
jections sufficient to warrant me.in veto- 
ing them and yet which I had no time to 
examine thoroughly enough to warrant 
my signing them.” 


Third Degree Bill Fails. 
The more important bills that were 
vetoed were the “third degree Dill,’’ 
strongly opposed by Chief of Police 
Schuettler of Chicago, State’s Attorney 
Hoyne; and District Attorney Cline, and 
the ‘“‘taxicab bill,” which sought to 
place the operation of taxis under con- 
trol of the public utilities commission. 
The two Ryan bills, which sought to 
transfer from the state of Illinois to 
the city council of Chicago control of 
all of the lake and river front, 
were knocked out, and so was the Dill 
to permit Chicago to build e ‘‘ town hall 
of the nation" convention building. The 
governor declined to permit Chicago to 
go into the municipal icemaking business 
and to furnish free ice. 


“Blue Sky” Bill a Law. 

‘Among the bills that became laws to- 
day were the “ blue sky” bill aimed at 
exploitation concerns and the Jackson 
“Birth of a Nation” bill, amended 
greatly from the form in which {ft was 
vetoed earlier in the session. 

In his message on the “third degree 
bill,” Gov. Lowden said he vetoed it on 
the advice of many prosecuting attor- 
neys, who felt that the psychological in-. 
fluence of such a law at this particular 
time would prove a serious handicap in 
the discharge of official duty. 

‘The taxicab bill was killed because ft 
was held unconstitutional by the attor 
ney general and because it would work 
a hardship on people engaged in the tax- 
icab business. The Ryan lake front bills 
were vetoed because they conferred large 
new powers on municipalities. 

The municipal ice plant bill was vetoed 
“because it marks a radical departure 
from the present theory and practice of 


- government.” 


Salary Boost Bills Vetded. 
Bills that were vetoed because they 


- ‘were salary ralgers included these: 


The jury coramissioners’ bill, whieh 
also would have permitted men drawn 
for jury service to stipulate the term 
of court at which thew preferred servy- 
ing; the Chicago city civil service bill 
raising salaries from $3,000 to $5,000; the 
Cook county civil service bill that raised 
salaries and contained no blanket clause 
for present jobholders. 

Bills that were vetoed because the at- 
torney general held them to be uncon- 
eUitutional included these: 

The Maher bill to authorize cities to 
establish free lodging houses; the seed 
test bill; Senator Herlihy’s tax sale bill 
that was intended to save $500,000 yearly 
to Chicago; the bill to regulate mutual 
insurance companies; the casualty in- 
surance bill concerning funeral benefits: 
the collection agency bill.

Eye and Her Fund Stands. 

The ‘appropriation of $500,000 for the 
construction of the eye and ear infirmary 
building was permitted to remain in 
the charities bill with the explicit un- 
derstanding that no building operations 
would be started until there is a change 
in the labor and material situation. 
‘The statement from the executive of- 
fices follows: 

“ The fiftieth general assembly passed 
seventy-four appropriation bills carry~ 
ing a total of $61,581,344. The majority 
of these bills reached the governor in 
the closing of the session. He vetoed 
bills and items aggregating $1,070,243. 
This left the net appropriations tor the 
entire session $60,581,101

*“*In contrasting the appropriations of 
the Fiftieth general assembly with 
those of the Forty-ninth general essem- 
bly, conditions and certain items should 
be taken into consideration. For in- 
stance, under the civil administrative 
code passed during this session, consol- 
idating all boards and commissions into 
nine departments, all funds paid into 
the treasuries of state institutions (eth- 
er than the University of Illinois) must 
hereafter be paid immediately into the 
state treasury. In the past it has been 
the custom for many of these institu- 
tions to use the moneys pald to them 
which were not included in the appro- 
priations and the public generally knew 
nothing of them.

*‘In previous sessions it had been the 
custom for legislatures to appropriate

“In addition to fncreasing the cost of 
commodities the war made additional 
military appropriations necessary. The 
fiftieth general assembly appropriated 
$800,000 for this purpose. 

“ Still another item should be consid- 
ered. For the firat time it was necessary 
for the state to make an appropriation 
of $663,000 per annum from the general 
fund to meet a like amount appropriat- 
ed by the federal government for the 
construction of public highways. These 
appropriations for the two years appear 
for the frst time, and total $1,324,000."

happened. None of us knows what the 
future may develod. We do not believe 
that it would be in the interests of any 
one to resume hearings in detail as to 
the suspended tariffs. 

“We shall, through the medium of 
the monthly reports of the carriers, keep 
in close touch with the operating results 
for the future and if it shall develop 
that the fears which have prompted the 
carriers are realized or that their real- 
ization is imminent, we shall be ready 
to meet that situation by such modifica- 
tion or amplification of the conclusions 
and orders herein reached and 
as are shown to be justified. 

“First representations were made on 
behalf of the eastern carriers on March 
2. This is about the time in each 
month when the carriers get the re 
turns showing the results of operation 
during the preceding month. 


Seme Bad Influences. 

“The operating results for February, 
1617, may well have startled the railway 
executives, because, generally speaking, 
they were, for the eastern district espe- 
cially, extremely unfavorable. The 
weather conditions had been severe. As 
a result of the congestion of traffic and 
the shortage of cars, the movements of 
the empty cars westward reached ex- 
traordinary proportions. 

“ Because of the severe weather oper~ 
ating expenses were higher than usual. 
The movement of empty cars adds noth- 
ing to revenues. Finally, increased 
wages, directly and indirectly resulting 
from legislation, first appeared in the 
operating accounts of a number of car- 
riers. 

“These three causes, together with m1- 
creases in the cost of materials and sup- 
plies, and, to some extent, of fuel, made 
the operating results of the eastern car- 
riers for February alarmingly unfavor- 
able. If these unfavorable tendencies 
had continued and the succeeding 
months had. perpetuated tendencies of 
February, a problem very different from 
that which now confronts us would have 
been presented. 

Military Transport Profits. 
“The emergency which the carriers 
belleved existed when these proceedings 
were initiated was attributed by some 
primarily to the war in Europe. 

“Tt has not been shown that military 
transportation has been, or is likely to 
be in the future, a financial burden to 
the carriers. On the contrary, certain 
facts were referred to which Indicated 
that the transportation of troops had’ 
been more remunerative during certain 
mobilizations than ordinary passenger 
transportation. 

“This record does mot convince us 
that the suspending or refusing to sus- 
pend the proposed rates or the granting 
or refusing to grant Increased rates will 
facilitate or retard the successful pros- 
ecution of the war. 

“An examination of the resulta of 
operations Guring 1016 shows that that 
year was, as a whole, more profitable 
for the carriers fhan any preceding year, 
and it may be assumed that they might 
suffer some abatement of the prosperity 
of that year without being crippled or 
fm any way incapacitated. 

“Certain of the carriers have lacked 
prosperity, while others have been af- 
fluent. The reasons for lack of pros- 
perity on the part of some of them are 
well known. The great majority of

“ The returns for the first four months 
of the calendar year 1917 for the roads 
tn the southern district and fn the west- 
ern district, however, disclose a dif- 
ferent tendency and outlook. Common 
alike to the three districts is the increase 
in the gross operating revenue. Thus, 
the first four months disclose average 
operating revenue per mile of $4,388 in 
the southern district, as against $3,960 
for the corresponding period in 1916, and 
$3,706, as against $3,288 in the west- 
ern district. 

“ But, in both the southern and west- 
ern districts, the first four monthe pre- 
sage not only an increase tn the average 
operating itnoome per mile of read, 
$1,222, as against $1,181 for the first 
four months of 1916 In the southern dis- 
trict, and $930, as against $877, for the 
roads in the western district, but in 
both an increased ratio of operating in- 
come to average investment. 

Increases on Ores, 

“ We are led to the conglusion that no 
condition of emergency exists as to the 
western and southern carriers which 
would justify a general Increase tri their 
rates. In the eastern district increased 
rates have recently been permitted to 
become effective generally on bityumi- 
nous coal, coke, and iron ore. We think 
that similar increases may properly be 
permitted tn the southern district on 
coal, coke, and tron ore and in the west- 
ern district on coal and coke. This will 
preserve rate relationships between the 
several districts 

“In the southern district the proposed 
tnoreased rates om coal are on the basis 
of 15 per cent, with a maximum of MW 
cents per ton These tariffs we shall 
permit to beoome effective. In the 
western district the increases are based 
upon 15 per cent, with a minimum of 15 
cents per ton. These tariffs will be sus- 
pended, but the western carriers may, 
if they so elect. file new tariffs carry- 
ing increases in rates on coal and coke 
not exceeding in any case 15 cents per 
ton. 

“All of the tartffs included In thie 
proceeding of the western lines will be 
suspended. All of the tariffs included

“As we have indicated, percentage 
increases, especially where the percent- 
age is substantial, cannot fail to disrupt

“Among the eastern carriera, those 
located In New England appear to pre- 
sent the most serious condition. They 
are not carriers of large volumes of 
heavy loading commodities that move 
under commodity rates. It is not possi- 
ble to estimate with confidence and ac- 
curacy the amount of additional revenue. 
that will accrue from increased class 
rates, but we conclude that the eastern 
carriers should be permitted to increase 
their class rates between New York and 
Chicago and to correspondingty increase 
their other class rates applying intra- 
territorially between points m™ official 
classification territory, observing the 
established relationship between ports 
and localities. Such tariffs may be made 
effective upon not less than Sve days’ 
notice,”

the National Association of Railroad 
Commissioners, and chairman of the 
committee representing the national 
shippers’ conference, which opposed the 
railroad rate increases, said last night 
that the decision of the commerce com- 
mission was gratifying.

“ This case was an tmportant one—tn 
fact, measured by the standard of dol- 
lars and cents, the most important case 
between private parties in the histery of 
the world. The decision will save the 
producer and consumer of the United 
States more than $750,000 every day.’’

‘UNWRITTEN LAW’ 
FREES RUSSELL 
DESPITE JUDGE 


Jury Defies Court Rul- 
ing in Case of Sal- 
dier’s Slayer. 


In the face of Judge Honoré's in- 
structions, a jury yesterday returned an 
“unwritten law” verdict acquitting 
William J. Russell of the charge of 
murder. Russell was accused of killing 
Sergt. Henry C. Collins of thé Seventh 
lllinois infantry, who, he claimed, broke 
up his home. Mrs. Russel] and her son, 
6 years old, were in court. 

Russell took the witness stand and 
said he slew Collins because the latter 
alienated the affections of Mrs. Russell 
and because, when he met the infantry- 
man, the latter attempted te shoot.

A One Burner Dryer. 


HE following economical] dryer for 
small quantities of fruits and vege- 
tables costs 87 cents when assem- 
bled. Some one besides myself 
may have thought of this, while some 
may not not consider it practical be- 
cause it is so small. It will certainly 
be convenient for my purpose, the dry- 
ing out of many kinds of fruits and 
vegetables as freshly “ dehydrated "’ 
products, ‘ 


~~ - 


The foundation of this dryer is a ple 
plate rack, of which there are several 
sizes on the market. It has a conven- 
lent handle or bail over the top, giving 
it a resemblance to what is sometimes 
called a ‘‘curate,”’ the holder of the 
toast and other plates of dainties used 
in the afternoon tea service. I got a 
six plate rack for 39 cents. For this I 
bought four wire mesh pie tins at 12 
cents apiece, not six, because plates 
in the lower places would be too near 
the fire. a 


—_- 


A sheet of asbestos-around this would 
hold in the heat. A pasteboard tox 
would be perfectly safe. I used a wide 
sheet of stiff paper folded to resemble 
somewhat a bird cage. The lower edge 
was folded up for 6 inches on ine pout- 
side and the top gathered in. 

Porcelain or tin, or even china plates 
can be used in this, and would be needed 
for drying in sirup. For fruits it is best 
to cover tne tin with rounds of clean 
cheese cloth, since these will stick even 
if moved as frequently as they need 
to be fn drying, and paper will come 
off on them. It requires a good deal 
of patience to dry any wet fruits in 
home dryer. 3 ; : 


Small herbs, celery tops, small peppers, 
and various so-called leathers will most 
of them dry in this tn half a day. A 
plate of gome sort should be over the 
small burner turned as low as it will 
keep alive. Even with this small fire 
there may be too much heat for some 
kinds of ‘drying. ,

In the three week succession, the last 
sowing of summer radishes— White Icicle 
or White Strassburg—is made July 29. 
Three weeks later, Aug. 19, the sowing 
of early breakfast varieties is resumed 
at the same intervals, making the last 
sowing Sept. 9. The first wil! mature in 
four weeks and the last in four to five 
weeks. These late sowings will not be- 
come unpelatable as quickly as the 
spring sowings when not harvested 
promptly at maturity.

For winter radishes there are rose, 
white, and black varieties, of whic. the 
Celestial is the largest and best white 
and the Long Black Spanish the best 
black skinned. They are sown between 
June 25 and July 21, tn drills one-half 
inch deep, a seed per inch, twelve inches 
between rows on the back. yard bed, 
eighteen inches for the hand cultivator, 
and three feet in large field operations. 
When four leaves have developed they 
are thinned out to vigorous plants four 
to six inches apart. The foliage de- 
velops to the size of turnip tops and 
may be utilized in the same manner as 
kale, described June 4, No. 90.
